Milk is often described as 
Nature’s most perfect food 
and there is hardly a person 
in America, regardiess of 
age, who doesn’t agree that 
as well as being good for you 
milk is also good tasting 
Since earliest recorded his- 
tory milk has played an in- 
tegral part in the develop 
ment of our civilization and 
has contributed greatly to the 
economy of the times. When 
the Pilgrims first landed on 
our eastern shore they soon 
realized with regret that the 
cargo of the Mayflower had 
not included dairy cows. By 
the mid-1600's the situation 
was remedied and a dairy in- 
dustry was firmly established 
in the colonies. The contribu- 
tion of dairy products to the 
diet of the pioneers contri- 
improving 
the genera! health of our pop- 
ulation, and the early abnor- 
mally high death rate began 
to drop. 


As America’s population 
began its migration west, the 
dairy industry moved with it 
In California’s early days 
fresh milk was almost as pre- 
cious as the gold sought by 
the Forty-niners, It is report- 
ed that in 1850 milk in San 
Francisco sold for 75¢ per 
quart and there were more 
takers than there was milk to 
meet demand. 

America’s greatest single 
source of farm income is 
dairying. From our nation’s 
dairy herd of 19 million cows 
annually comes more than 16 
billion quarts of milk and 
milk products California’s 
economy, too, is greatly en- 
hanced by our own state’s 
dairy industry. It is reported 
that there are 869,000 mature 
cows on California 
farms. University of Califor- 
nia figures point out that the 
farmer in California has an 
investment of $1200 per dairy 


up to the fact that dairy 
farming is big business. Of 
course to the total invested 


by the farmer we must add 
the additional millions invest- 
ed by dairy processors, coop- 
eratives, distributors and re- 
tail outlets — all essential in 
providing the consumer with 
an ample high quality supply 
of milk and dairy products

food budget is the fact that, 
according to William E. 
Warne, 
ture for the State of Califor- 


nia, “Consumers in Califor- 
nia purchase milk below the | 
national average the 


national average price for the 
year 1959 for a quart of milk 
purchased at retail stores was 
24.1 cents. Los Angeleans 
paid 22.3 cents per quart, and 
San Franciscans paid 
cents per quart. 

“By way of comparison, 
residents in New York, Phila- 
delphia, Washington and most 
eastern cities were paying 27 
and 28 cents per quart.’ This 
comparatively low cost of 


milk to the California consu- | 
mer is attributable to the con- 


tinuous research and breed- 
ing programs carried on by 
the dairy industry in its un- 
tiring efforts to bring the fin- 
est product obtainable to the 
general public. Director 
Warne has pointed out that 
1959 saw new records for to- 
tal milk production, for aver- 
age number of cows milked, 
for “average production of 
milk per cow, and for cash 
receipts from farm market- 
ing of the milk and cream. 


In addition, he stated that the | 


dairy industry has, ‘“ ie 
provided the livelihood for 
300.000 people and it helps 


California to be the first state 
in history to mark up more 
than 3 billion dolars in gross 
farm receipts.”
